DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is responsive to tine communication filed 10/2/08. Claims 23-55 are 
pending. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. The IDS filed 8/12/08 and 10/2/08 have been considered as Indicated. Note that 
those documents which have been lined through were previously cited in an IDS or 
PTO-892. 

4. Claims 23 and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Cabot etal. (6,177,888). 

A. As per claim 23, Cabot discloses an aircraft vortex safety system (Fig. 2) 
which comprises aircraft parameter informational subsystem (28), vortex 
generator Informational subsystem (32), ambient parameters Informational 
subsystem (40), a subsystem (44) for generating vortex warnings, user 
subsystem (46, 48) for forming instructional signals for evading vortex (see col. 
9:17-30) and communication means (i.e., wiring) which enables the subsystems 
to communicate with one another. The various subsystems are capable of 
providing various parameters necessary In tracking vortex trajectories and 
relating the trajectories to the position of the aircraft whereby the user Is alerted 
and/or provided with information in avoiding the vortex (see cols. 4-7). 

B. As per claim 24, as above whereby the subsystems are realized by 
onboard aircraft equipment. 
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5. Claims 25-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. REMARKS 

A. With regards to the rejection of claims 23 and 24, the arguments 
presented have been carefully considered but are non-persuasive because the 
language relied upon for distinguishing over the Cabot patent is not found in the 
claims as presented in the amendment filed 10/02/08. In particular, pages 30-35 
of the response quotes language that is not found in claim 23 as amended (see 
for example underlined text in section D:(i),(iii),(iv),(xi)). 

Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

B. With regards to the "alleged" failure to acknowledge a foreign priority claim 
(page 36 of the response), there has not been a proper claim for foreign priority 
under 35 U.S.C. 119. This application is a national stage application filed under 
35 use 371 based on an international application (POT). Applicant received a 
Notice (mailed 2/22/07) acknowledging acceptance of the application under this 
statute. No claim for priority to a foreign filed application was made in the 
international application or in the present national stage application. It appears 
applicant is confusing the two statutes.
